Section 1.  Section 37-40-302, MCA, is amended to read:27

"37-40-302.  Application -- examination -- certificate. (1) A person wishing to practice the profession28

of sanitarian may apply to the department for registration on a form prescribed by the board.29

(2)  An applicant must possess have a minimum of a bachelor's degree in environmental health or its30
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equivalent from an accredited university or college and must shall pass a written an examination given at a time1

and place set by the board. The board shall establish procedures for examination and determination of passing2

scores by rule.3

(3)  If the applicant meets the board's standards and passes the examination prescribed by the board,4

the department shall issue a certificate of registration upon payment of the required fee.5

(4)  Holders of current certificates are entitled to append to their name the initials "R.S."."6

Section 2.  Section 37-47-304, MCA, is amended to read:8

"37-47-304.  Application. (1) Each applicant for an outfitter's, guide's, or professional guide's license9

shall make application apply for a license on a form prescribed and furnished by the board.10

(2)  The application for an outfitter's license forms the basis for the outfitter's operations plan and must11

include:12

(a)  the applicant's full name, residence, address, conservation license number, driver's license number,13

birth date, physical description, and telephone number;14

(b)  the address of the applicant's principal place of business in the state of Montana;15

(c)  the amount and kind of property and equipment owned and used in the outfitting business of the16

applicant;17

(d)  the experience of the applicant, including:18

(i)  years of experience as an outfitter, guide, or professional guide;19

(ii) the applicant's knowledge of areas in which the applicant has operated and intends to operate; and20

(iii) the applicant's ability to cope with weather conditions and terrain;21

(e)  a signed statement of the licensed outfitter for each guide and professional guide to be employed22

or retained as an independent contractor, stating that the guide or professional guide is to be employed by the23

outfitter and stating that the outfitter recommends the guide or professional guide for licensure;24

(f)  an affidavit by the outfitter to the board that the equipment listed on the application is in fact owned25

or leased by the applicant, is in good operating condition, and is sufficient and satisfactory for the services26

advertised or contemplated to be performed by the applicant;27

(g)  a statement of the maximum number of participants to be accompanied at any one time;28

(h)  the written approval of the appropriate agency or landowner on whose lands the applicant will29

provide services or establish hunting camps; and30
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(i)  the boundaries of the proposed operation, stating when applicable:1

(i)  the name and portion of river;2

(ii) the county of location;3

(iii) the legal owner of the property;4

(iv) the name of the ranch;5

(v)  the proposed service, including the type of game sought;6

(vi) the name of the agency granting use authority; and7

(vii) other means of identifying boundaries as established by board rule.8

(3)  Applications for an outfitter's license must be in the name of an individual person only. Applications9

involving corporations, proprietorships, or partnerships must be made by one individual person who qualifies10

under the provisions of this part. A license issued pursuant to this part must be in the name of that person. The11

license must specifically state that the license is issued for the use and benefit of the named corporation,12

proprietorship, or partnership involved. Any revocation or suspension of a license is binding upon the individual13

person and the corporation, proprietorship, or partnership for the use and benefit of which the license was14

originally issued.15

(4)  Application must be made to and filed with the board.16

(5)  Only one application for an outfitter's license may be made in any license year. If an application is17

denied, subsequent applications by the same applicant for the license year involved are void, except as provided18

in 37-47-308."19

"37-50-204.  Rulemaking powers relating to reexaminations examinations. The board shall have22

power to prescribe by uniform rule may adopt rules for the following:23

may be reexamined in only the remaining subjects, with credit for the subjects previously passed shall obtain25

credit for passing the required examination or portions of the examination;26

(1) Prior to July 1, 1997, a candidate for certification as a5

certified public accountant or licensing as a licensed public accountant must have graduated from a college or6

university accredited to offer a baccalaureate degree:7

(a)  with a concentration in accounting; or8

(b)  with a concentration other than accounting if supplemented by experience or by related courses in9

other areas of business administration and the board determines that an equivalent education has been10

achieved.11

(2)  Beginning July 1, 1997, a A candidate for initial certification as a certified public accountant or12

licensing as a licensed public accountant must have graduated from a college or university accredited to offer13

a baccalaureate degree:14

(a)  with an accounting concentration or its equivalent as determined by the board; and15

(b)  with at least 150 semester hours of credit, including those earned toward the baccalaureate degree16

or its equivalent.17

(3) establish minimum requirements for education, experience, and examination for licensure and30

(2)  The term "licensed real estate appraiser" may not be used to describe a firm, partnership,18

corporation, group, or anyone other than an individual licensee. However, a licensed real estate appraiser may19

engage in real estate appraisal as a professional corporation.20

(3)  This chapter does not preclude a person who is not a licensed or certified real estate appraiser from21

appraising real property for transactions not related to a federal agency or project for compensation, provided22

that if the person does not purport to be a licensed or certified real estate appraiser. A person who purports that23

the person or the person's company is licensed under this section or certified under 37-54-302 through24

37-54-304 and 37-54-303 without possessing the applicable license or certificate is guilty of a misdemeanor.25

(a)  prohibit a person who is licensed to practice in this state under any law from engaging in the practice27

(b)  apply to public officials in the conduct of their official duties that are not governed by the rules29

established by the federal financial institutions examination council agencies.30
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(5)  A licensed or certified real estate appraiser is subject to restrictions on the scope of practice,1

depending on the value and complexity of the federally related transaction or transactions pursuant to rules2

established by the federal financial institutions examination council agencies, and the restrictions must remain3

current with any changes in those rules.4

A person applying must have successfully6

completed the requirement of prerequisites in education and practical experience and a written an examination7

as prescribed by the board. The examination must be in substantial conformance with the standard national8

council of architectural registration boards examination and grading procedure, except as modified by board9

rules.10

(2)  After examination, the department shall, if the candidate has been found qualified, grant a license11

to the candidate to practice architecture in this state, which may be granted only on the consent of not less than12

licensure issued to the person by the committee on national engineering certification of the national council of2

examiners for engineering and surveying or by a state, territory, or possession of the United States or by another3

country if the applicant's qualifications meet the requirements of this chapter and the rules of the board.4

(5)  The application fee for a land surveyor intern is as prescribed by the board, which and must5

accompany the application and must include the cost of one examination. An additional fee is not required for6

issuance of a certificate.7

(6)  The application fee for licensure as a professional land surveyor is as prescribed by the board for8

those holding a land surveyor intern certificate validated in Montana. For those holding a valid land surveyor9

intern certificate from some other state, the application fee is as prescribed by the board, which includes cost10

of verification of the certification. Upon approval of an application for licensure as a professional land surveyor11

and passage of the required examination, an additional fee equal to the existing renewal fee must be paid before12

the issuance of the department shall issue a license as a professional land surveyor.13

(7)  The application fee for licensure as both a professional engineer and professional land surveyor is14

as prescribed by the board for those holding engineer intern and land surveyor intern certificates validated in15

Montana. For those holding valid engineer intern and land surveyor intern certificates from another jurisdiction,16

the application fee is as prescribed by the board. The fee must accompany the application. Upon approval of17

an application for licensure as a professional engineer and professional land surveyor and passage of the18

required examinations, an additional fee equal to the existing renewal fee must be paid before the issuance of19

the department shall issue a license.20

I and II, on the basic disciplines of land surveying. Passing these examinations qualifies the examinee for a land11

surveyor intern certificate if the examinee has met all other requirements for certification required by this chapter.12

(d)  The requirements and examinations for professional land surveyor consist of being a land surveyor13

intern, two examinations, designated as parts III and IV, on the applied disciplines of land surveying, and an14

examination specifically related to land surveying in Montana. Passing these examinations qualifies the15

examinee for licensure as a professional land surveyor if the examinee has met the other requirements for16

licensure required by this chapter.17

(3)  A candidate failing one examination may apply for reexamination, which may be granted upon18

payment of a fee established by the board. Before readmission to the examination in the event of a second19

failure, the examinee shall wait 1 year before a third examination.20

A paper may not be marked with2

the name of an applicant, but must be anonymously graded administered by the department.  The department3

may use a third party to provide examination and grading services.
